San Antonio, Tex., Sept. 10.—Twenty-one bodies, 


mostly those of women and children, have been recqyered 
from the path df the flood which swept San Antonio dur- 
ing the night. Additional reports of lives lost and prop- 
erty damaged continue to pour into the police station. 
Police Commissioner Wright stated at 8:40 this morning 
that the loss of life was estimated at 1,000 but this report 
is believed to have been greatly exaggerated. 


Police now estimate the number of dead to run from 


50 to 200. 


Ten Million Property Loss. 


Property loss in the business and 


residential district is placed at as high 
as ten million dollars. However, the 
damage would not indicate as heavy 
a loss of life as .is estimated, reports 
of many bodies being found being as 
yet unverified.
